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unique coast-to-coast television 
news conference was held on Wed¬ 
nesday, June 18. We were privileged to 
be one of those in attendance. 

In nine centres from Halifax to Van¬ 
couver, newsmen were gathered in tele¬ 
vision stations to hear the story o-f the 
new Canadian micro-wave system. 

At Ottawa, spokesmen for the CBC, 
and the telephone people who handled 
the construction, outlined the planning 
for the new system, the construction pro¬ 
gram and future plans. 

Then reporters from nine centres fired 
questions to a panel in Ottawa. Three 
questions from each station, 27 in all, 
were fielded deftly and generally satis¬ 
factory answers were given. Questioners 
from Regina included Mary Ann Fitz¬ 
gerald of the Leader-Post, Ron Mac¬ 
Donald of Travel and Information Ser¬ 
vices and Earl Huston, president of the 
Regina Chamber of Commerce. 

And it was Mr. MacDonald who 
asked the most intriguing question: 
"Can press conferences like this be ar¬ 
ranged in the future?" For here was a 
truly Canadian event linking Canadians 
from coast to coast. Men and women in 
eight provinces Were ab'e at one time, 
through the medium of television, to 
question a panel at Ottawa. They were 
able to see and talk to the panel and 
were seen and heard across Canada. 

Regular press conferences of this 
nature undoubtedly would contribute to 
a better understanding of Canada by 
Canadians. Even though the cost factor 
may be high, we hope that consideration 
will be given to more of these confer¬ 
ences in the future—and that the public 
will be able to see them also. 
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INAUGURAL PROGRAM 

When Pacific links with Atlan¬ 
tic July 1 through the magic of 
the first all-Canadian coast-to- 
coast television network, 40 TV 
cameras switch on to provide the 
view for millions of electronic 
picture windows across the coun¬ 
try. 

In 60 busy minutes, viewers of 
both French and English networks 
will have a front seat for a pano¬ 
rama of Canada. Every network 
TV station in Canada will be 
joined together on this longest 
TV network in the world, with 
contributions from both CBC and 
independent stations. 

Pickup points for the inaugural 
program include Charlottetown, 
Halifax, Saint John, Quebec City, 
Montreal, Ottawa, Toronto, Nia¬ 
gara Falls, Winnipeg, Saskatoon, 
Regina, Edmonton, Calgary, Van¬ 
couver and Vancouver Island. 
The program is scheduled live 
sea to sea for 3 p.m. C.S.T., July 
1st. 

In Halifax, cameras will be 
located b,y the dockside for 
shots of divers in action; 
Saint John scenes will in¬ 
clude H.M.C.S. Bonaventure 
in drydock; and in Charlotte- 
towTi, cradle of Confedera¬ 
tion, more nautical scenes 
including part of the lobster 
fleet. 

Quebec City is observing its 
350th anniversary at this time 
and TV cameras will pick up 
scenes from the famous Plains of 
Abraham and show ships of four 


navies in the port. Then it’s to 
Montreal for panoramic views of 
Canada’s biggest and most cos¬ 
mopolitan city. 

Ottawa is celebrating its 100th 
anniversary as the capital as CBC 
cameras scan the familiar sights 
around Parliament Hill to centre 
on a famous Canadian . . . Super¬ 
intendent Henry Larsen, captain 
of the R.C.M.P. ship St. Roch, 
first vessel through the long- 
sought Northwest Passage. The 
captain will talk along the net¬ 
work to some of his old crew 
members just outside Vancouver 
where the St. Roch has been 
beached as part of a marine 
museum. 

Seaway construction highlights 
the video visit to Toronto, and in 
Niagara Falls, of course, the key 
point is history with a good view 
of the mighty falls as well. 

Manitoba’s Golden Boy 
shines on high from the 
Legislative Buildings in Win¬ 
nipeg as the network origina¬ 
tion point switches to the 
gateway to the West; while 
farther west again Canadians 
from coast to coast can mar¬ 
vel at some of the massive 
farm machinery of days gone 
by as cameras focus on Sas¬ 
katoon's Pion-era; then to 
Regina to discuss the prairies’ 
number one subject, wheat, 
with a district farmer. 

At Calgary, cameras set up at 
the CBC’s video tape relay centre 
in the heart of the foothills city 
(Continued on Page 6J

The Great Movies series, which 
began early this spring, has 
saved Saturday night TV for those 
of us who like to stay awake 
while we’re being entertained. 



With Fred Davis, able m.c. from 
Front Page Challenge, to intro¬ 
duce the films, explain a bit 
about circumstances which in¬ 
spired the plot and tell us what 
has happened to the careers of 
actors involved—most of whom 
were or still are big names in the 
entertainment world — the pro¬ 
gram becomes just that: a pro¬ 
gram, rather than simply filling 
in a couple of hours telecasting 
time with any old movie that hap¬ 
pens to be around. 

It’s true that all or most of 
these movies have been edited a 
bit to fit them into the 90 min¬ 
utes program time. However, this 
is probably all to the good. Most 
movies are a trifle too long, any¬ 
way—filled with odds and ends of 
extraneous matter that doesn’t 
affect the plot one way or 
another: a bit player given a 
chance to emote—a gorgeous but 
meaningless camera pan over a 
harbour or mountain or back alley 
—a musical number that could 
have been cut in half or omitted 
altogether—and so on. Many 
movies are a little like a dear old 
lady’s living room decor; when 
you take away the surplus doilies 
and satin-sheathed pillows and 
Aunt Ethel’s afghan, you can see 
the lines of the furniture and the 
shape of the room. And so with

a film: remove the fripperies and 
you’re left with the best lines of 
the plot and the shape of the 
story. 

It’s an interesting thing about 
these Great Movies: actually, the 
majority of them were not great 
movies at all. They were delight¬ 
ful movies, or hair-raising movies 
—but very rarely great movies. 
Still, they had something that 
has enabled them to reappear on 
the little screen after all these 
years without looking old-hat or 
—what is much worse—making 
you feel old because you remem¬ 
ber seeing them before. 

Most movies shown on TV seem 
chosen at random from a huge 
back-log of pictures that rated B 
or even C when they were brand 
new. Personally, I find myself 
conscious of how odd the women’s 
hats and dresses look, and am 
perfectly amazed by the nipped-in 
cut of the men’s double-breasted 
suits. Not so with the Great 
Movies: they rise above the trivia 
of hairdo and shoe-shape in a 
triumph of good, close-packed en¬ 
tertainment. 

And so my thanks to whoever 
had the inspired idea of giving
